Thus it is possible to replace men 
who are fit for overseas by 
men who Are in what is called Um- 
ited service classification.” 

The rat monthly re have 
been received from wenty-nine 
camps, with fifty-one development 
battalions.

As fast as these men are ro- 
ceived they are carefully examined 
and classified, and undergo train- 
ing designed to correct their defects.
